Report Shows

NEW YORK.—Secret reports on unemployment that the A. F. of L. 
officialdom does not want to get to the rank and file, are being issued. 
The Daily Worker has obtained a copy of the February 1, 1932, report 
issued by the A. F. of L. marked in capital letters “Not for Publication.” 

The report admits that “The unemployment situation in New York 
City was slightly worse in January, according to reports received from 
266 trade unions. The most serious unemployment was reported in the 
building and clothing trades, food industries, water transportation 
Vor all trades, for the city as a whole, 36 per cent of the union mem- 
bership was entirely without work (compared with 35 per cent in De- 
cember) and 24 per cent on part time (compared with 23 per cent in 


In short 60 per cent of the A. F. of L. members in New York City 
are hit in some form or other by unemployment and have the prospect 
of seeing their families and themselves starve!

And the workers of the International, 
who had been tense and expectant, 
suddenly gave way to their pent-up 
feelings. They cheered the thousands 
under the leadership of the United 
Front Strike Committee; they served 
notice that they understood the tac- 
ties of the Schlesinger bund, and in 
great numbers joined the militant 
strikers in the demonstration. Of- 
ficials of the International, who wit- 
nessed the spectacle, were vexed, 
dumbfounded and helpiess. This was 
a development they had not fully an- 
ticipated.

With their ranks swelled, the strik- 
ing dressmakers marched along 7th 
Ave to 30th St., then to Broadway 
and up the thoroughfare.

‘COPS BEAT UP 
STRIKERS AT 
DURABLE SHOP 


pieketing On Despite 
Injucntion 


NEW YORK.—Intensifying their 
terror against the metal workers 
striking against a lockout at the Dur- 
able Tool and Die Co., the police on 
Monday brutally attacked a group of 
pickets slugging two workers into in- 
sensibility. One of them they later 
arrested on the fake charge of dis- 
orderly conduct. The arrested worker 
is George Chaikin, active member of 
the Metal Workers League. He was 
later released on $25 bail furnished 
by the International Labor Defense. 

The strike committee has issued a 
leaflet. to those working in the metal 
shops in the vicinity of Canal St. 
where the shop is located, calling 
upon them to rally in support of the 
strike and pointing out that the lock- 
out of the Durable workers is part 
of the scheme of the bosses in the 
metal industry to smash any attempt 
on the part of the workers to organ- 
ize and fight for the improvement of 
their unbearable conditions. Many 
workers around that neighborhood 
have expressed keen interest in the 
strike, and have promised to try and 
take up collections in their shops for 
re‘ief of the strikers.

NEW RENT STRIKE 


IN THE BRONX 


NEW YORK.—Forty tenants of the 
apartment house at 733-739 Arno Av., 
the Bronx, went on strike yesterday 
for reduction of rent. The majority 
of the tenants have signed the strike 
demands and have given their pledge 
to the house committee to carry on 
the strike to victory. 

The striking tenants nave put for- 
ward the following demands: 

1. 15 per cent reduction in rent. 

2. Clearing the house of mice. 

3. Cleaning the hot water system 
so that the flow of dirty water will 


stop. 

The landlord has informed the ten- 
ants that he cannot afford to concede 
to the demand for reduction in rent; 
he has, however, been able to find 
sufficient funds to pay a stool pigeon 
whom he keeps in the basement to 
spy on the tenants and the house 
committee. 

The tenants committee has issued 
a statement denouncing the viciousu 
lying of the capitalist press in hand- 
ling stories of the rent strikes that 
have been taking place throughout 
the city. The Daily. Worker and 
Freiheit, says the committee, are the 
only papers carrying correct reports 
of and giving leadership to the strik- 
ing tenants.

France is not only putting pressure 
on the United States in order to force 
it te accept ite position on the war 
debt question but also because Wall 
St. has consistently violated the 
agreement arrived at between it and 
the representatives of French finance, 
Lacour-Gayet and Farnier, last Octo- 
ber when France agreed to end its 
raid on American gold in return for 
a cessation of the easy money policy 
of the Federal Reserve Banks. This 
agreement was broken by American 
bankers under the tremendous blows 
of the deepening crisis. In return, 
French bankers began their raid once 
again om American gold. In the 
month of January alone they took 
$83,718,100 of the $107,638,600 shipped 
trom the United States to Europe dur- 
ing that month. Of the $33,689,000 
sent to Europe last week, $30,926,020 
went to France. This movement of 
gold to European countries outside af 
France is due to the pressure which 
France is exerting on them in order 
to make them fall in line with her 
attack on Wall St. and also because 
of the “dollar panic” which has de- 
veloped in Europe as a result of the 
inflationary policy of the United 
States. 

The crash of the banking system of 
the United States with a total wreck- 
age in 1931 of 2,290 banks involving 
deposits of 81.759, 484.000 was the most 
complete in the banking history of the 
country. The process of bank failures 
continued after the organization of 
the National Credit Corporation.

The question of org- 
agitprop work spells the relationship between 
our Party theory with our Party practice. The 
understanding of the Inking up of these two 
phases of our activity means better understand- 
ing of how to win Party influence over the 
masses and bring them inte the Party organ- 
ization. 


Although the need for such co-ordination of 
org-agitprop work seems obvious we, neverthe- 
less, are forced to observe that attitudes have 
been expressed to such coordination which need 
a few words of explanation. 


For instance. it has been expressed by a lead- 
ing comrade, that he did not see the need for 
having a joint org-agitprop department meeting 
in which to discuss the relationship between 
these activities. Although there was finally 
agreement that such meetings should be called, 
it is now some 6 weeks since action on this was 
to have been taken. It is imperative that such 
meetings are held from time to time. Such hesi- 
tation and postponement comes from an under- 
estimation of the need for coordinating this 
work. 


We have continually stated that there is a 
wide gap between our political influence and 
our organizational strength. It has been usually 
stated that it is because we are “poor organ- 
wers that we have not been able to build the 
Party, the Young Communist League, our revo- 
lutionary unions and other revolutionary organ- 
izations. By this was usually meant, or very 


What do we mean by thie? By this is meant 
that the question of the need for organization 


is not followed by our explanation of things to 


which workers agree more and more. For exam- 
ple, although very frequently we convince work- 
ers of the correctness of our program through 
shop papers we do not point out to them what 
actual organization can do to better these con- 
ditions, and what organization has ac- 
complished in the past. An outstanding case in 
point is the Wright Afrplane Co. in Paterson, 
N. J. There the Party had much influence, was 
issuing shop papers reguarly for a period of 
months. When the strike broke out there, how- 
ever, in 1930, we found that the workers agreed 
with us as a political party, but asked the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor for leadership which 
resulted in the sell-out of the strike. We could 
not convince the Wright workers to fight behind 
the Metal Trades Workers’ Industrial League. 

Or take another case. Very frequently our 
organizational departments send comrades to 
visit organizations for funds. Comrades go out. 
They give convincing speeches, showing how the 
bourgeois. parties are supported by capitalism 
and that our support can come from workers 
alone. We convince them of the need for aid- 
ing us in all our campaigns, elections, anti- 
imperialist war, Lenin, etc. But after we con- 
vince workers to give funds to the Communist 
Party, which in most cases means a sacrifice, 
after good agitational speeches what are the re- 
sults? A few dollars—but no members. 

Let us take a third case. Where even to a 
little degree we popularize the need for organ- 
ization, we see. results. For instance, in the 
Fisher Body Co., Cleveland (manufacturers of

exampled in our attitude to August Ist as merely 
@ mass demonstration, and our failure to make 
our struggle against the war danger a part of 
every other mass activity. However, when our 
Party recently called for a campaign of resolu- 
tions against the Stimson-Tokio Secret Pact 
against the Soviet Union and for special mass 
meetings on November 21st, the result was prac- 
tically a failure. While tens of thousands of 
workers were mobilized for November 7th, and 
hundreds of thousands of workers for the strug- 
gle for unemployment relief and insurance and 
the Hunger Mareh, we were not able to carry 
through successfully such a primitive and ele- 
mentary phase of struggle against imperialist 
war as resolutions and mass meetings. Whiat 
would we expect to do with more serious tasks 
placed before us? 
Basis of Anti-War Work. 

Can this failure be explained by organizational

Mass Struggle of Workers Cam Postpone War. 


So desperate is this step that. one leading 
capitalist economist, writing in the New York 
Evening Post, described it as playing with 
enough dynamite to blow the capitalist system 
to pieces. While the capitalists themselves 
tremble at the possibilities of their new move, 
the chief result will be to intensify the misery 
of the workers, bringing forward the necessity 
of greater struggles against capitalism and the 
new series of tortures it holds in store for them. 

The Glass-Steagall Bill. 

Very soon Congress, under the careful groom- 
ing of the leading Wall Street bankers, will pass 
the -Glass-Steagall Bill providing for a huge 
inflation of the United States currency. 

This measure is but one of a whole series of 
futile attempts of American capitalism to stop 
the ever-increasing number of bank failures and 
the bankruptcy that threatens the railroads, in- 
surance companies and other large capitalist cor- 
poratons. 

The first move was the establishment of the 
Finance Credit Corporation that was to, save 
ya banks. More bank failures followed this 
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Squeeze Workers. 

By this means American capitalism hopes to 
squeeze billions out of the workers through mak- 
ing their reduced wages, and small savings now 
hoarded worth less and less; by expropriating 

rge sums from the middle class, and by a gen- 
‘eral further drastic eth of the standard of 
living of the workers. 

At the same time, by lessening the gold cover~

This is the purpose of the Glass-Steagall Bill 
which on the day of its announcement had 
drastic results. In Europe the gold exchange 
value of the dollar is-droppihg..
